TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the TOWN OF LANDAFF, in the COUNTY OF GRAFTON, in said 
STATE, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the TOWN HALL in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 
10th day of March, polls to be open from 5 p.m. to 10 p.m. and at eight of the clock in the evening, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 3. _ To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid for T.R.A. roads and raise and 
appropriate $398.17 for the same. The State’s share is $2,654.45. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $407.32 for the 
White Mt. Region Association. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $386.00 for the 
North Country Home Health Agency, Inc. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $377.50 for the 
White Mountain Mental Health Center. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $275.00 for the 
North Country Council. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the 
support of the Littleton Hospital Association. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will appropriate $1100.00 to purchase equipment for the 
Landaff Volunteer Fire Department and authorize withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 
for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will appropriate $1200.00 to be used in insulating the Town 
Hall and authorize withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $2000.00 from 1980 Surplus Town 
Funds to be used in insulating the Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $2000.00 from 1980 Surplus Town 
Funds to be added to the Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and Senators who 
represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current session of the General Court, 
the Concurrent resolution to amend the State Constitution to limit the annual increase in both 
taxes and spending by the state, any city, town, or other governmental unit of the state to five 
percent unless approved by a 2/3 vote of those present and voting of such taxing or spending 
authority. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to pay on December 31 the 
balance, if any, of the money appropriated for fires to the Volunteer Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 16. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. Forest fire prevention 
slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a 
national effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and suppression was the 
responsibility of every citizen, a half century before this national campaign, when our legislature 
established our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city 
forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be approved in writing 
by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden 
and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire training 
costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has given New Hampshire 
one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying citizens of Grafton County, we, 
the Grafton County Commissioners, are-writing to you through your individual town or munici- 
pal reports. 


Due to inflated Nursing Home expenses with somewhat reduced revenues and rapidly in- 
creasing costs of welfare reimbursements to the State, our budget year ended very close to the 
line, with a $3,620 surplus. Because of the Delegation’s decision to use a two-year surplus in one 
budget year to allow citizens a reduced county tax in FY 1980, the 1981 fiscal year budget 
resulted in a heavier tax factor making up that decrease as well as offsetting reduced revenues 
and allowing for standard budget increases. 


As with towns, the county welfare assistance programs are increasing and becoming more 
involved, especially with the current energy crunch and rapidly inflating economy. We also 
foresee a possible decrease in Federal and State contributions to social service programs which 
could have considerable impact on local budgets. 


The sewage disposal system has progressed slightly, with planning completed and ready to go 
out for bid. If all goes well, we may be able to submit a final report next year. 


The Commissioners worked closely with the Nursing Home Employee Council to set up a 
wage/benefit package more compatible to the State program for Glencliff employees. The 
Commissioners hope to work out a job description/wage scale plan for courthouse employees 
in the near future. 


Grafton County is gradually converting from a bookkeeping machine system to a computerized 
system for all county accounts. Payroll was converted effective January 1, 1980, and vendor 
payment and receipt programs were recently added. Patient accounts and purchase order 
programs will be added later. The system is too new for comprehensive comments, but we anti- 
cipate constructive changes in the overall accounting and reporting system. 


The Commissioners hold their regular meeting every Monday (except holidays) at 9:30 a.m. 
in the Commissioners’ Office of the Grafton County Courthouse, followed by a second meeting 
at the Grafton County Nursing Home Complex at 1:00 p.m., which regularly includes visits to 
farm and jail facilities. Public and press are welcome, and, in fact, are encouraged to attend the 
meetings.

The school health program was carried out as usual. Physical 
examinations were given by Dr. McGregor, the school doctor. Parents 
were notified of any problems found. 


Audio and visual screenings were done on all students by me and 
notices of any problems were sent to parents. All students were 
weighed and measured. 


Nineteen students again are participating in the plaque control 
program sponsored by the State Department of Dental Health. This 
program works in well with the breakfast served at the school, but was 
not carried out all year. 


The pre-school vision and hearing clinic was held in October. 
Early detection of hearing and visual problems is essential for learning. 
Several children have been seen at the State-sponsored clinics: cardiac 
and crippled children. 


Another immunization check was made, and we will be having a clinic 
to bring the new students up to State standards. 


I have attended several school nurse workshops and meetings related 
to school health problems.

Recent evaluations of fuel comsumption indicate that your investment 
in energy saving measures have resulted in a reduction in fuel comsumption. 
The rising cost of fuel oil will be a continued concern. Attention now 
needs to be focused on the grounds, fencing and playground equipment. 


Miss Jean Wetherbee, teacher for the 1979-80 school year, resigned to 
continue her education. The Blue School was very fortunate in securing as 
new teacher Mrs. Virginia Marrotte, holder of a Master's level degree with 
twelve years of experience. 


This year attendance at the Blue School has hovered around fifteen 
pupils. We anticipate that the same number will hold true for the 1981-82 
school year. 


This year Blue School was very fortunate in receiving several expen- 
Sive items of audio-visual equipment through Title IV B of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act. Realizing that Landaff's small allocation 
would never allow Blue School to make an expensive purchase, the other 
districts in S.A.U. #35 have planned a cooperative reallocation of S.A.U. 
#35 funds to concentrate on Landaff's needs. Through this cooperation 
among member districts Landaff was able to receive: 


1 16mm movie projector 
1 wall screen 
1 overhead projector 
1 film loop projector 
Membership in the film library of the North Country Educational 


Services enables Landaff students to benefit from a large collection of 
educational films and related materials. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


As your Superintendent, I have to be concerned with every phase of your 
child's educational life. It is also my responsibility to lead your staffs 
in the pursuit of educational excellence in all of our schools. This is an 
important responsibility and to me a pleasurable one. 


Over the past several years our efforts to provide a basic education 
for our children has been subject to ever increasing external pressures that 
often seem to be beyond our control. The problems of energy that plague the 
homeowner are multiplied when they are applied to our school buildings. Fur- 
ther, state and federal regulations accompanied by minimal financial aid and 
boundless paper continuously cause more pressures that our Boards of Educa- 
tion must face daily. 


Nevertheless, our educational programs have remained sound throughout 
this school year. Our standardized nationally accredited achievement tests 
(Science Research Associates and Metropolitan) given in all of our schools 
tell us that most of our children score at or above national norms in their 
basic subjects. Also, our results in College Boards, as a whole, have met 
New England norms which are the highest in the United States. Not all of our 
youngsters excel in these areas, but we are holding our own. 


The Vocational Education Program sponsored by the Littleton Board of 
Education continues to serve many of our youngsters throughout S.A.U. #35. 
The Littleton Board is studying construction proposals to bring three voca- 
tional programs, (Marketing D.E., Auto Shop and Building Trades), to the High 
School with all construction and equipment costs to be borne by the State. 

If this can be accomplished in a reasonable way, we will have stronger pro- 
grams directly attached to the High School, with good working facilities, 
appropriately equipped. These programs will then be able to serve more of 
our students throughout S.A.U. #35 in a much better educational environment. 
A critical educational need is being addressed. 


It is difficult to comment on all of the educational efforts of our 
Boards of Education in one report. One that deserves special attention at 
this time is our Title I reading and math support program which is active in 
all of our schools. The Title I program, operating within stringent rules 
established by federal regulations, (The program is 100% federally financed), 
successfully serves some 80 of our youngsters each year. We have established 
a pre and post test measurement system that gives us factual reports on our 
students' progress and Parent Advisory Committees that increase parent in- 
volvement. Our goal is to return successful youngsters, as quickly as pos- 
sible, back to their regular programs. Our state evaluations indicate we are 
meeting this goal. 


Earlier, I mentioned external pressures that are a daily problem to our 
schools. Energy, of course, is a major concern. Your Board has taken a hard 
look at the ever increasing price of fuel oil, and with your support, made 
building changes that have cut oil useage. I am also pleased to report that 
several of our teachers have turned the energy crisis into a learning situa- 
tion. Their interest is much appreciated. 
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It would be pure pleasure to say that our energy conservation efforts 
will result in major budgetary savings. Unfortunately, this is not true. 
Our 0il costs are increasing at a 30 to 50% rate and our savings as yet 
can not match that percentage. At best, because of soaring energy prices, 
we can only hope to keep our heads above water. 


Another pressure that causes great concern is the funding of our ex- 
cellent Special Education programs. In 1978 the New Hampshire State Legi- 
Slature passed a Bill which was signed into law by the Governor that 
promised school districts financial aid for Special Education students who 
could not be educated in their home school districts. The State promised 
to pay all costs over twice the State average, or approximately $3,000+. 
The law worked the first two years and our expenses were properly met. 


This school year our districts have again paid their share towards out 
of district Special Education programs. However, this school year the 
State has declared a "shortfall" of some $5,000,000+ State-wide and is 
projecting a greater deficit for next year. 


If the Legislature does not act promptly several of our out of dis- 
trict placements will be without State funds. It is quite possible that 
these youngsters will have to return home because of not State support. 


Your Boards are meeting with our local Legislators to carefully review 
this very serious problem. We hope they can convince their fellow law- 
makers to continue, as promised, this badly needed funding for our young- 
Steers.) sl ask your support in this effort. 


I would like to close by saying our most reliable quantity in our 
successful North Country educational programs is people. We have had quiet 
and determined support from our parents and communities, active and thought- 
ful Board members, and competent and conscientious staff who, working to- 
gether, have produced our special-brand of North Country education. We have 
whipped pressure before and we will do it again.
